Following is a gist of Dr. Kyper’s address on 
the evening of January 23: 


ARE WE THE HEAD OR THE TAIL? 


“Deut. 28:13, 44; Isa. 9:14, 15. The 
scripture in Deuteronomy is part of a 
series of sweeping promises from God, 
conditioned on Israel’s obedience. Let 
us apply these words to our nation, to 
our religious leaders, and to us as re- 
ligious publishers and writers. 

“Nationally — nations that honor 
God are exalted. America an example; 
compare with Germany, and now even 
Britain. We are in danger of downfall. 
Consider our position in Asia. Our 
prosperity has made us mad, and soft. 
We have wasted our resources, mired 
ourselves in sin and vice. Like Samson, 
we are losing the secret of our 
strength. As editors and Christian 
writers, we must warn concerning this 
spiritual loss. Not a popular message, 
but we are duty bound to deliver it. 


“Our leaders—applying these words 
to our religious leaders. Isaiah said 
the ‘false prophets are the tail,’ thus 
pouring scorn on the religious leaders 
who were blindly following the politi- 
cal rather than leading out. He de- 
clared, ‘Cut off head and tail!’ Today 
religion—no longer leader in our life— 
only echoes, ‘The tail!’ Here is an ac- 
curate picture of modern religious life 
and leadership. They have no message, 
only echo the world’s dominant think- 
ers. For example: how they parroted 
theory of evolution when it was popu- 
lar, trying to harmonize changing 





world views to the Word of God. “They 
have rejected the word of Jehovah; 
what manner of wisdom is in them?’ 
While the false prophet is the tail, the 
true prophet is the head. His busi- 
. ness is to give leadership—not in poli- 
tical or social things, but to let the 
light of God’s Word fall upon these 
affairs and the conditions of the 
world. The Bible, as God’s revelation, 
sheds light upon all things in life— 
marriage, social matters, labor, sci- 
ence, art, etc. The church has failed 
to apply the Bible to many areas of 
life. Even ‘fundamental’ churches 
have failed. We have evangelized, but 
have failed to educate our children, to 
train them for Christian living. We 
have failed to integrate our Chris- 
tianity into life today. 

“Christian publishers and writers— 
apply these words to our own work. 
How can we fulfil our task of being 
the head, and not the tail? 

“1. We must improve the contents 
of our publications: We must have the 
BEST books, not merely good sellers 
Our papers should emphasize the edi- 
torial message. The most. important 
person is not the feature writer but 
the editor. He is to teach the impor- 
tant truths of God’s Word in con- 
nection with the events of the day. An 
editorial chair is a pulpit. Editorial 
writers must take time for study to do 
real work. 

“2. Improve the technical aspects— 
especially in the periodicals. Our pa- 
pers need to be attractive. Let’s not 
be the ‘tip of the tail’ in this matter. 

“3. We need our own news service. 
We should not be dependent on mod- 
ernist sources for our news and pict- 
ures. Much they produce is not usable. 
Let’s rise and do something on this. 
Let us not be the tail!”

PRAYER OF DEDICATION AT

of Army Chaplains (Major General) Roy H. 
Parker at the dedication of the Interfaith 
Chapel, in the Baptist Temple, Philadelphia, 
Saturday, February 3. 

“QO God, our gracious heavenly 
Father, Thou whose ways of dealing 
with Thy children are truly marvel- 
ous and wonderful, we pause in rev- 
erence and humility as we lift our 
hearts to Thee on this unique occa- 
sion. With grateful hearts we ac- 
knowledge Thy goodness and loving 
kindness in all Thy dealings with us, 
even when Thy thoughts are not our 
thoughts and Thy ways not our ways. 

“Thy goodness hath again showed 
itself in that Thou didst move the 
hearts of Thy people to establish this 
temple, and didst give them the means 
and the strength to complete this 
task, as a lasting memorial to those 
four chaplains who gave their last 
full measure of devotion and who, 
though dead, yet speak forcefully to 
us today by their example and devo- 
tion. Thou~hast favored the laborers 
which have made this memorial a 
dwelling place for Thine honor and a 
house of prayer for all Thy sons and 
daughters. As we thank Thee for 
these blessings, we dedicate this 
shrine to Thee and pray Thee accept 
it as Thine own. Visit it with Thy 
continued presence and bless it ever- 
more. 

“In these days when | children 
have largely forgotten that Thou 
didst create all and art the Father of 
all mankind, grant that this memo- 
rial may serve as a shining symbol of 
the eternal brotherhood of all man- 
kind, and that thereby this nation 
may be strengthened and blessed. May 
its open doors forever be the invita- 
tion to all who are weary and dis- 
tressed to come in and learn to know 
Thee as their Father and their fel- 
low man as their brother.

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Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers, to feed the Church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” 

Here in brief is Paul’s formula on 
how to succeed as a minister of the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
information on a successful pastorate 
is here given to all who inquire, and, 
if followed, leads to a long and fruitful 
ministry among people who will bless 
you and whom you will bless. Here is 
the secret of a long and happy pas- 
torate. With all of the foregoing men- 
tioned things is A. one of the most 
solemn charges ever delivered to a 
minister, and I think that in this day 
it will be well for us all to seriously 
weigh and abide by the charge thus 
given. 

THE PREACHER 


“Take heed unto thyself.” Someone 
has said, “He that is careless about 
his own salvation will never be careful 
about the souls of others.” It is alto- 
gether fitting and proper that the 
minister be concerned about his own 
spiritual relationship to God. If he 
fails to feel his need of direction, fel- 
lowship, and reliance on God, he can- 
not expect to convince his flock that 
their faith must be entirely in God. 
How often would many a minister 
have been saved from shamefacedness 
and failure if he had listened to the 
injunction of the holy apostle. Too of- 
ten it has been the cry, “They made 
me the keeper of the vineyards: but 
mine own vineyard have I not kept.” 
Song of Solomon 1:6. 

In this day of rush and hurry, with 
the multitudinous duties of the min- 
ister, it is altogether too easy to ne- 
glect one’s own spiritual need. In car- 

for others, to see that they are 
spiritually fed we sometimes allow our- 
selves to go hungry, and, in searching 
for the cause of our fatigue and weak- 
ness, we discover that we have failed 
to eat of the heavenly manna. Take 
heed unto thyself that thine own soul 
is fed on bread from heaven. A true 
minister to nourish others must also 
take nourishment himself. 

Take heed to thy prayer life. Realize 
that we are not going to a battle with- 
in ourselves, or at our own charges, 
but that the whole armor of Go 
needed as equipment. We are not self- 
confident, but we “come in the name 
of the Lord of hosts.” It is one thing 
‘to pray for the needs of the people 
whom we pastor, and pray with the 
ones who need hel ¥ This is very 
pm ob but that will not give you the 
one f a our own soul needs 

h God, nor the spiritual strength 
+ le to lead the people. We must 
entreat for the people, but we must 
also commune with God as friend to 
friend for the good of our life and the 
lives of others. To touch others we 
must first touch God ourselves. A life 
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backed by prayer will be neither bar- 
ren nor unfruitful in the service of the 
Master. 

Take heed to the sincerity of your 
own life. See that you are making 
satisfactory increase in God’s grace. 
Note that you are paar your own 
heart by lovingly obeying the doctrine 
of God. Do you preach that others 
should og Then pray sincerely in 
your own life. Do you admonish your 
people that habitual devotion is neces- 

for a godly life? Then let our de- 
votion be as fervent. Take heed to the 
sincerity in our preaching, that it be 
not for the praise of men, nor to catch 
the ear simply for the pleasing man- 
ner in which it is presented, but that 
it be preached to reach man’s heart, 
in “demonstration of the Spirit and of 
power.” 

Take heed to our personal conduct, 
and see that it does not run counter to 
that which we preach. We must not 
be ty of condoning in our lives 
what we condemn in the lives of 
others. Our example must not con- 
tradict the doctrine which we preach. 
It was no idle words of Paul when he 
said, “But I — under my body and 
bring it into subjection; lest that by 
any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a cast- 
away,” 1 Cor. 9:27. 


THE PEOPLE 


The second obligation of the min- 
ister is the duty toward the congre- 
gation: “And to ALL the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made 

ou overseers.” What a solemn duty is 

ere enjoined! Who can stand in the 
pulpit and face an _ eternity-bound 
people, realizing that WHAT he says 
and HOW it is said may determine the 
terminus of immortal souls, and not 
feel the weight of such a serious busi- 
ness? A solemn accounting shall be 
demanded of us as to how we have 
ministered to the flock. 

We should always be conscious of the 
people whom we face and the prob- 
lems they have. Written upon the 
faces of some are indelible marks of 
sickness and suffering. A word needs 
to be spoken to give courage to the 
faint and strength to the weak. It 
must carry with it the power to give 
courage to the sufferer to patiently 
endure and face with confidence the 
promise that “God is faithful,” and 
that “if we suffer with Him we shall 
also reign with Him.” 

The weary sinner led by the Spirit 
of God is waiting to hear words “where- 
by thou, and all thy house shall be 
saved.” Long he has followed the vain 
pursuit of sin and its elusive promises. 
Faithful service to sin has paid off in 
disappointments and heartaches, and 
now, with — heart and weary soul, 
he enters the church, longing for the 
good news of deliverance. It is up to 
you, minister of God, to take heed to 
= souls and faithfully lead them to 

od. 





The Threefold Obligation of the Minister | 


J. A. Cross, State Overseer of Pennsylvania 


Perplexed parents may be therein 
seated, with tearful hearts and homes 
that are almost wrecked by sin. It may 
be that after all other methods of 
reconciliation have failed, they de- 
cide to try the church. They need the 
food from heaven that will direct their 
souls to God, the mender of broken 
hearts and homes, the preserver of 
humanity and the sanity of the home. 

Some mother, father, brother, or sis- 
ter who has recently lost a loved one is 
waiting for words that will heal the 
wound that no human physician can 
heal. They need the words of the 
lovely Lord who said, “I am the resur- 
rection and the life. He that believeth 
on me shall never die.” The hour is 
coming when “all they that are in the 
grave shall hear His voice and shall 
come forth.” Take heed to the flock. 


Some light-headed, frivolous, care- 
less, and eternity-bound soul is seated 
in the congregation that needs the 
hE... which will stir and change 
nim into a thoughtful heart and 
cause him to “think on his ways” ere 
he is carried over the brink to de- 
struction. Young people who think 
eternity is in their strength, and older 
people who have taken a lease, so they 
think, on eternity throu —_ some newly 
acquired possession, need to be aroused 
and realize that it is later than they 
think. Such people are to be found in 
almost every congregation. 


THE PROBLEM 


This brings us to the third duty that 
I wish to call to your attention. How 
can I reach these people? How can I 
know their need? The duty is clearly 
set forth: “To feed the Church of 
God.” But how can I know just WHAT 
to feed? There are three methods that 
must be used, if one is successful in 
feeding the people. There must be, 
first of all, a genuine concern for the 
people. Such a feeling cannot be put 
on and off as one does his coat. It is 
born out of a deep conviction that 
here are immortal souls for whom 
Christ died, who are without eternal 
life and at the point of perishing 
driven by despair, goaded by sin, faced 
with desperation, threatened with 
judgment and eternal hell unless the 
can reach the Saviour of the world. 
Such a feeling is the spirit of Christ, 
who said, “I have compassion on the 
multitude, ” “And Jesus, when he came 
out saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, be- 
cause they were as sheep not having a 
shepherd.” 

Such a concern as I have mentioned 
will propel us into action. We will be 
prompt to visit the lost and perishing 
and lead them to Christ. A face-to- 
face contact with a desperate soul in 
danger of ————— will incite us to 
action rescue the perishing. By 
cen Hg his perils, his salvation is 
made important to us, and we can im- 
part a word to the glory of God and

the benefit of his eternal welfare. By 
understanding his trials and tempta- 
tions, we can point the way out of the 
wilderness of sin and despair. A visit to 
the home of the individual will ac- 
quaint us with the spiritual need 
of that individual and enable us to 
deal with wisdom in giving out the 
Word of God. You cannot know of 
their trials and triumphs, feats and 
failures, joys and despairs until you 
visit with them. A first-hand know- 
ledge of the needs of the people will’ 
enable you to know when to feed the 
sheep instead of flailing them, to ex- 
tend comfort instead of the cudgel, 
to lift them instead of laboring them, 
and to benefit them instead of be- 
littling them. 

Having then a concern for the peo- 
ple to whom we minister, and visiting 
within and learning their needs, the 
third thing that I wish to suggest is 
earnest prayer to God for a message 
direct from the throne of God to give 
the people. A God-given message de- 
livered under the blessed anointing of 
God will not fail to produce salvation 
for the lost, comfort for the sorrowing, 
healing for the sick, and a real meal of 
heavenly manna sent to the hungry 
soul. Such a message cannot be ob- 
tained by a hasty, superficial perusal 
of some sermon outline book, nor a 
cursory reading of a scripture text; 
but is the fruitage of prayerful de- 
liberation upon God’s Word. One has 
said, “To aig! well is to preach well.” 

A faithful discharge of the duty to 
“feed the flock” will result in a satis- 
fied conscience like Paul who said, 
“For I have not shunned to declare 
unto you all the counsel of God,” and 
“I ceased not to warn every one night 
and day with tears.” It will enable us 
to face, with joy, the Great Shepherd 
of the sheep, to whom we shall give a 
solemn accounting, knowing that we 
have done well our 47 task. 

Men and brethren, here is our three- 
fold obligation. Face it, discharge it 
well, and hear the words of Christ 
who shall say, “Well done, thou good 
and faithful.”

Mal. 3:8-10

New Testament giving is based on 
stewardship, not ownership. The word 
“steward” means “one who manages 
the affairs of another.” For proof we 
refer you to Matt. 25:14-30. (Please 
read it.) This is not a parable of the 
rejection or the acceptance of sal- 
vation, but a graphic picture of two 
classes of people, i.e., those who _ 
tice Pentecostal stewardship and those 
who do not. Please note that the king 
did not charge them concerning their 
own possessions, but entrusted them 
with his goods, and they were in- 
structed to invest them in his name, 
and for his glory. To those who were 
faithful, there were blessings; for the 
others, there was doom. In this par- 
able we find that the one-talent man 
had a confession; he confessed to his 
own condemnation that it was his 
lord’s not his. If this be true (and it 
is), for one to withhold or foolishly 
squander that which rightfully be- 
longs to the Lord is unfaithfulness and 
robbery, and he becomes the biggest 
thief in town. 

Many have asked the question, “Did 
Jesus ever pay tithes?” Though we 
have no scripture that definitely says 
so (everything that Jesus did was not 
recorded), yet we can, by certain scrip- 
tures, believe that He did, i. e., He said 
in one place that He didn’t come to de- 
stroy the law, but to fulfill it. Tithing 
was demanded under the law; there- 
fore, I am persuaded that Jesus HAD 
to pay tithes to fulfill all the law. Does 
this not sound reasonable? 

There are certain danger points in 
withholding God’s money. First, it 
leads to covetousness. To labor and 
toil and save and pinch for material 
things only, and to-have no regard for 
God’s cause and kingdom is to head 
for certain destruction. It is inevitable. 
In 1 Tim. 6:9, we read, “But they that 
will be rich fall into temptation and 
a snare, and into many foolish and 
hurtful lusts, which drown men in de- 
struction and perdition.” 

Let us reason. If I withhold God’s 
money (the which, if given, would 
convert men to Christ and save them 
from eternal doom), then I, by such 
neglect, am a murderer; thus I am not 
only guilty of becoming a thief, but a 
murderer, also; no, not — mur- 
der but spiritual, which I term far 
worse. To withhold from God that 
which is rightfully His is to heap = 
on oneself condemnation (see Matt. 
25:44). The withholding of tithes is to 
the one guilty a source of temporal 
poverty. It caused Haggai to cry out, 
“Ye have sown much, and bring in 
little; ye eat, but ye have not enough; 
ye drink, but ye are not filled with 
drink; ye clothe you, but there is none 
warm; and he that earneth wages 
earneth wages to put it into a bag with 
holes. Ye looked for much, and, lo, it 
came to little; and when ye brought it 
home, I did blow upon it. Why? saith 
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the Lord of hosts. Because of mine 
house that is waste, and ye run every 
man unto his own house.” This is the 
indictment of the one guilty of rob- 
bing God. 

_ We are to give, first, not spasmod- 
ically, not just whenever we think of 
it, or whenever we feel like we should, 
or just once in a while. If it is right to 
do it the first time, it is wrong to stop 
it the second time. Second, not to be 
seen of men. Jesus said, “They have 
their reward. . . .” Third, very defi- 
nitely NOT to every cause. Some pay 
their tithes just where they feel the 

ought to pay them. You say, “Well, 
isn’t that all right?” My answer is no 
Let us look at the Word for a definite 
answer. In Deut. 12:13, we read, “Take 
heed to thyself that thou offer not thy 
burnt offerings in every place that 
thou seest.” Where then? Verse 14, 
“In the place which the Lord shall 
choose.” Where is that? “In MY store- 
house.” Some say they can’t afford to 
pay tithes. Let us see, for example, the 
poor widow who gave not a tenth, but 
ALL. Are we better than she? And 
again, the widow of Elijah’s day. She 
first gave to the. prophet of God, but 
she didn’t lose her reward for it, for 
the meal barrel never became empty 
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One lone tater out of

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Hou Far Should the Church 
CONTINUE WITH ITS PRESENT OFFENSIVE

The most indispensable people on 
earth—the church—must work united; 
our labor is inseparable; our objec- 
tives should be combined. 


“Occupy till I come,” 
Luke 19:13 


Luke the beloved physician has 
hung the key of this parable outside 
the door for us. He gives two reasons 
why this parable was spoken at this 
particular time. Verse 11, “And as they 
heard these things, he added and 
spake a parable, because he was nigh 
Jerusalem, and because they thought 
that the kingdom of God should im- 
mediately appear.” 

The church today has a grave re- 
sponsibility. Christ gave the church a 
charge, a mission, a task to perform, 
an objective to reach, a goal to obtain. 
All these responsibilities are bestowed 
upon us by Jesus Christ, the Head of 
the church. 

The disciples seemed to be more in- 
terested in promotions than in para- 
bles, in the 19th chapter of Luke, be- 
cause, in verse 11, “they thought that 
the kingdom of God should immed- 
iately appear,” which is set forth in 
Acts 1:6, “When they therefore were 
come together, they asked of him, 
saying, Lord, wilt thou at this time 
restore again the kingdom to Israel?” 
They must have dreamed of the fu- 
ture, and it seems they were overen- 
thusiastic an the expected 
kingdom. I believe they must have 
dreamed of the day when Christ would 
set up His kingdom, and they would 
receive dignity and honor—they would 
be princes or peers, private counsellors 
or judges, celebrities or special repre- 
sentatives in this particular kingdom 
of which Christ spake. On the con- 
trary, the text reads, “Occupy till I 
come.” 

The Greek reads, “Trade till I come.” 
The text implies “I want you to be 
busy.” Our Lord, speaking to the peo- 
ple in Luke 19, meant for them to be 
aggressive. Paul shared the same feel- 
ing when he said, “Wherefore he saith, 
Awake thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light. See then that ye walk 
Se, not as fools, but as 
wise, redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil,” Eph. 5:14. “Redeeming” 
in this scripture is not the ordinary 
word you use many times in your 
testimony or read in the newspaper. 
It has as its base the market place, 
and has a commercial meaning—re- 
deeming the time. “Time” in this verse 
means a special moment. If you re- 


ceive a clear picture of this scripture, 


you will see Greek merchants bargain- 
ing over their wares, waiting for the 
right moment to buy or sell. Redeem- 
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ing the time is buying opportunity. 

Redeeming the time is a common op- 

portunity. It urges Christians to en- 

quire for opportunity. It carries with it 

$ common responsibility, “Trade till 
come.” 


Individual Responsibility for the 
Offensive 
A certain nobleman went into a far 
country to receive for himself a king- 
dom, and to return. He called his ten 
servants and delivered them ten 


pounds, saying unto them, “Occupy till: 


I come.” Each ten servants received an 
equal amount, each with the same in- 
structions, “Occupy till I come.” Each 
servant received one pound, not a car- 
load, not one hundred pounds, but 
one pound. The command and com- 
mission was, “Occupy till I come.” 
Their task and duty in the world was 
to occupy—trade till I come. We, as 
Christians, do not have a vast stock to 
begin with; therefore, great pains 
must be taken in trading. Inasmuch 
as this is the Lord’s work and requires 
keen attention, we must be as wise as 
serpents and as harmless as doves, 
working for the Master and working 
with the Master to redeem the time 
because the days are evil. 

Each received the one pound and 
was commanded to trade, not bury, but 
“trade till I come.” Trading for Christ 
is using the talent He has given. God 
is asking, as He did of Moses, “What 
is in thine hand?” We are to use what 
we have at our command. Christians 
are God’s vessels. We must be vessels 
of honor. See 2 Tim. 2:21. May God 
help us to always pray for the Potter 
to mold our vessel into a vessel of 
honor. Read Rom. 9:21. To trade for 
Christ means to work for Him in reg- 
ular church services, prayer meetings, 
revivals, new Sunday Schools, spear- 
heading in new field work, in every 
phase of service for the Master, with 
whatever talent (or pound) is ours. 
We are trading for, and are the ser- 
vants of, Christ. Read 1 Cor. 7:23. To 
be obedient to the calling and com- 
mission, we will obey the instructions 
given to the servants in Matt. 10:1. 
We read about the Seventy in Luke 
9:1. Jesus expects us to work for Him 
continually, to preach for Him, be- 
cause “the Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me ... He hath anointed me; ... He 
hath sent me...” 

A few days ago, I sat across the desk 
from the governor in his office, asking 
a favor concerning a person that I was 
interested in helping. After a lengthy 
discussion, the governor called a de- 
partment in the capitol and said, “I 
am sending two of my best friends to 
your office.” “These,” the governor 


said, “are the kind of people that will..

go out of their way to help a soul. 
They will go across the railroad track 
to do good to humanity. They do not 
look upon personalities; they go after 
souls.” As I left the governor’s office, 
I said to myself, “He’s exactly right. 
We want souls. That is the fulfilling 
of the Scripture. It is the spirit of 
Christianity, the spirit of Christ. Jesus 
went about doing good.” He said to the 
men in this parable, “Occupy till I 
come.” To every Christian we have an 
obligation of telling those who don’t 
know Jesus Christ about the kingdom 
that is at hand, introducing the plan 
of salvation. Today we are urged, ac- 
cording to the Bible and the Holy 
Ghost, to go everywhere, inviting men 
and women in a sinful world, a world 
faced with communistic tactics, to 
“pehold the Lamb of God that takes 
away the sin of the world.” God can 
use many more thousands of workers 
in His vineyard. We must, in this evil 
day, carry this battle to complete 
victory. We must continue the spirit- 
ual warfare. 

The Head of the Church Orders All 
Christians to Continue Uninterrupted 
with the Present Offensive 
“Occupy till I come.” Pray till I re- 
turn. How long? Till I come. No one is 
to slacken his pace but to work until 
He comes. We are to trade our pounds, 
increase our work for God, use our 
talents for Him. No one is expected, by 
the Head of the church, to bury his 


‘talent; but he must trade with every 
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opportunity. He must use his gift for 
Christ. Christianity is unlike com- 
mercial life which calls for a chance; 
it’s a risk, a speculation, a venture, 
and many times a loss. Who can guar- 
antee a person in the commercial 
world that if he invests, it will bring 
him benefits in the future? The story 
in this parable is quite different. The 
message for Christian workers is en- 
tirely different. He has promised that 
if a man will give his life to Jesus 
Christ, he will, in return, receive life 
everlasting. John 3:16. He is assured 
that this is not a chance. To serve and 
work for God, is not a risk, a specu- 
lation. You do not have to make a 
venture in working for God and His 
church, wondering if you are going to 
accomplish anything or be successful. 
See Matt. 28:20. 

Not one time has a child of God lost 
simply because he ventured, feelin 
he was not going to accomplish tha 
he should for God in this life. Each 
time a person works for Christ, in the 
morning or in the evening, winter or 
summer, strenuous hours, revival work, 


general church work, promoting God’s 
program, he can be assured, 100 per 
cent, that he will receive a hundred- 
fold. “They that sow in tears shall 
reap joy. He that goeth forth weep- 
ing, bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him.” Psalm 126: 
5, 6. There is going to be a spiritual 
harvest. Hosea 10:12. What wonderful 
joy we share while waiting for this 
special event. Luke 10:17. Christ as- 
sures every one that there will be a 
reckoning day, that He might know 
how much every man hath gained by 
“trading.” Eager children of the cross, 
all redeemed people of God, may pass 
through this world to come. It will be 
wonderful to reign with Him a thou- 
sand years, not speaking of being 
“priests of God and of Christ.” Praise 
God, think of the wonderful rewards, 
exclusive Christian companionship, 
on fellowship, and not just a 
house, but a home not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens, and 
“a crown of life that fadeth not away!”

“Moral Leadership Is dust as Important 
as Physical Leadership” 


Secretary of the Army, Frank Pace, 
Jr., told a conference of supervisory 
Army chaplains at the Pentagon last 
week, and promised them “ironhanded 
support in whatever you undertake in 
this field.” 

The conference, attended by super- 
visory chaplains responsible for imple- 
menting the Army’s religious program 
in all installations in the continental 
United States, heard Secretary Pace 
call for the “firmest, strongest kind of 
determination both within and out- 
side the Armed Services.” 

In addition to chaplains from all 
Armies in the ZI, representatives at- 
tended for the Chaplain School, The 
Chaplain Board, Headquarters Army 
Field Forces, and the chaplaincies of 
the Air Force and Navy. The meetings, 
held 23-25 January, enabled the super- 
visory chaplains to consult with the 
Chief and Deputy Chief of Chaplains 
and the various division heads of the 
Office Chief of Chaplains regarding 
current policies and problems. 

Chaplain (Brigadier General) James 
H. O’Neill, Deputy Chief of Chaplains, 
opened the conference on behalf of 
the Chief of Chaplains (Major Gen- 
eral) Roy H. Parker, who was con- 
valescing after an operation. Chaplain 
Parker, who sat in on some of the ses- 
sions, has since returned to duty. 

In his opening address, Chaplain 
O’Neill stressed the importance of 
spiritual stability. 

“The Army needs many things,” 
Chaplain O’Neill said, “but its out- 
standing need is the good example 
from the top general to the lowest 
rank and for all the military, a sense 
of the austerity of the calling. A 
soldier’s life is, and always has been, 
a life of mortification and self-denial. 
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St. Paul’s injunction to put on the 
armor of God applies to us today as it 
did for the early Christians. 

“Spiritual stability for our chaplains 
is a must. We are dealing with young 
men who are now called to extend 
their lives in the service of their coun- 
try. They must have the ability to in- 
crease the staunchness of their souls 
if they are to withstand the added 
sivam ... 

“The Army calls for energy, force- 
fulness, vigor and aggressive ability, 
but if the soldier possesses all these 
qualifications and lacks moral sta- 
bility, he will be like a tipsy tent that 
has long ropes and weak stakes. He 
will collapse in the storm.. .” 

Major General Floyd Parks, Army 
Chief of Information, addressed the 
group and highlighted general public 
information policy and the problems 
that arise in dealing with the press. 

Special attention was given during 
the conference to the problem of 
chaplain recruitment. A campaign is 
being launched for voluntary recalls 
to active duty. Should volunteers fail 
to fill present openings, existing au- 
thority will be used to call in chap- 


lains from the Reserve.

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Revival or Judgment, Which?

INTRODUCTION: There is no doubt 
that we are living in momentous 
times; the winding up of the Gentile 
age is upon us. As Jesus turned to- 
ward Jerusalem, in Luke 13:35, and 
told them that because of their re- 
jection of Christ their house was left 
unto them desolate, so is He about to 

eak to the Gentile world, through 
the rapture of His people and then 
will come such destruction, bloodshed, 
trouble, and chaos as the world has 
never known. 

Lesson: Joel 2:15-17, “Blow the 
trumpet in Zion, sanctify a fast, calla 
solemn assembly: gather the people, 
sanctify the congregation, assemble 
the elders .. . let the priests, the min- 
isters of the Lord, weep between the 
porch and the altar, and let them say, 
Spare the people, O Lord, give not 
thine heritage to reproach.” 

Text: Psalm 85:6, “Wilt thou not re- 
vive us again, that thy people may re- 
joice in thee?” 


First, let us note God’s promises for 
revival to His people. One thing we 
urge the reader to keep in mind is the 
fact that as the coming of the Lord 
draws nearer, there will be a separ- 
ation in the church world; the cold, 
lukewarm church spoken of in Rev. 
3:15, is fast coming to a head. We read 
only recently where the Federated 
Council of Churches has merged with 
twenty-nine Protestant denominations 
and eight interdenominational agen- 
cies. On the other hand, the National 
Association of Evangelicals are 
gathering together the real funda- 
mental Christians out from all de- 
nominations. They are God’s minority. 
And, though we know that in the 
world church conditions will wax 
worse and worse, apostasy ripen, 
Christ be denied, and no doubt they 
will seek to rule over the minority, 
God’s evangelicals, God has promised 
= to His people, if we pay the 
price. 

Joel 2: 15-32 records some of God’s 
great promises to His people in the last 
days. We quote portions of them found 
in this scripture: “Blow the trumpet 
in Zion .. .The day of the Lord cometh 
for it is nigh at hand; let the priests, 
the ministers of the Lord, weep .. . let 
them say, Spare the people, and give 
not thine heritage to reproach .... 
Then will the Lord pity his people .... 
Fear not, for the Lord will do great 
things ....I1 will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh.” There will be prophe- 
cies, visions, and signs before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord 
come. These and many other prom- 
ises are given to God’s minority for re- 
vival in the iast days. 

In the great commission, Jesus said, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.” Hebrews 13:8, 
“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and 
today, and forever.” John 14:12, 
“Verily I say unto you, He that be- 
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lieveth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do, and greater works than 
these shall he do, because I go to my 
Father.” 

Psalm 72:5-7, “They shall.fear thee 
as long as the sun and moon endure, 
throughout all generations; he shall 
come down like the rain upon the 
mown grass, as showers that water the 
earth. In his days shall the righteous 
flourish, and abundance of peace so 
long as the moon endureth.” Verse 17, 
“His name shall endure forever; his 
name shall be continued as long as 
the sun, and men shall be blest in 
him.” I feel that these scriptures are 
definite promises from God to His 
people that He will give revival in 
the last days, even while the world 
church is developing, and while the 
shadows of the antichrist are coming 
upon us, we can enjoy a great out- 
— of His Spirit in these last 

ays. 

Joel 2:23, “Be glad then, ye children 
of Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your 
God, for he hath given you the former 
rain moderately (not in excess), and 
he will cause to come down for. you 
the latter rain.” Does this scripture re- 
fer to the last days? Let us note James 
5:7, “Be patient, therefore brethren, 
unto the coming of the Lord. Behold 
the husbandman waiteth for the pre- 
cious fruit of the earth, and hath 
long patience for it, until he receive 
the early and latter rain.” Thus we 
find throughout the prophecies of 
God’s Word that He has told His peo- 
ple they can have a revival even in 
the time of the end. Great revivals 
are now spreading over America, such 
meetings as those conducted by Billy 
Graham, Jack Shuler, and dozens of 
holiness ministers, who are stirring 
entire cities and thousands are being 
blessed of God and healed by His 
mighty power. 

Let us think what we may, but one 
fact remains, we as God’s people must 
go along with this great outpouring 
of God’s Spirit or be left behind. As 
for me, I have set my heart to seek the 
Lord continually that this revival 
which is moving across the nation 
may fall in every church, even in the 
remote recesses of the world; yes, in 
town, community, city, and village 
this great revival fire will burn, if 
God’s children will seek Him with 
their whole heart. Let us join in fast- 
ing and prayer that God will bring 
this to pass speedily. 

Second, let us note what the church 
must do to bring revival and avoid 
judgment: 1 Peter 4:17, “For the time 
is come that judgment must begin at 
the house of God.” Many wonder why 
every message today is to the church. 
Virtually every minister is preaching 
to God’s people to awake. When a 
message and the interpretation comes 
from the Holy Ghost, He, too, conveys 
the message for the church to awake 
and get ready for Christ’s coming. 


The truth is that we ‘are on the 
threshold of Christ’s coming, and, as 
the foolish virgins, thousands are 
literally asleep to the conditions that 
prevail. They are among the luke- 
warm group. They cannot be stirred. 
Their time is taken up in making 
money, with houses and land, etc. 
O saints of the most high God, jet us 
awake. Let us not sleep as do others. 
Let us shake ourselves out of our com- 
placency and lethargy, and seek God 
ere His Son comes and many of our 
numbers professing the Holy Ghost 
will be left behind. 

2 Chron. 7:14, “If my people which 
are called by my name shall humble 
themselves and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways, 
then will I hear from heaven and 
will forgive their sins, and heal their 
land.” In the history of Israel, many 
times they turned to the worship of 
idol gods; but when they repented, 
God always sent a revival among 
them, and again His miracles were 
performed in their midst. O saints of 
God today, we are called to repent- 
ance by the Word of God, and repent- 
ance is the only way for the church 
to be revived and for many to be made 
ready to go with Jesus when He comes. 
Isa. 66:8, “As soon as Zion travailed, 
she brought forth her children.” No 
wonder the altars are barren in many 
churches—the saints have lost the 
burden for the lost; they have consoled 
themselves with programs alone, and 
the spiritual side has been sadly ne- 
glected. O Church of God, let us hum- 
ble ourselves before God, repent to 
Him of our numerous failures, of our 
complacency, and seek His face. “Who 
knoweth if he will return and repent, 
and leave a blessing behind him.” 
Zech. 4:6, “Not by might nor by 
power, but by my Spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts.” REPENT! REPENT 
REPENT! Let us herald forth these 
words to the masses. Let us shake our- 
selves, awaken, fast, and pray until 
God moves among us. Let us help to 
gather in the gleanings of the harvest 
of God.ere they are trampled under 
foot by the antichrist, or those who 
serve him. 

Third, things pointing to judgment. 
One does not have to warn people 
that judgment is coming; it is clearly 
seen in the current events through- 
out the entire world. Joel 1:15, “Alas, 
for the day of the Lord is at hand; as 
a destruction from the Almighty shall 
it come.” Today the whole world trem- 
bleth, fear grips the hearts of man- 
kind from the lowest hovel to the 
highest mansion. Rulers and kings 
fear that annihilation of the human 
race is near, with the atomic bombs 
stored high, awaiting the time for 
them to be hurled to the earth to 
bring death, bloodshed, and destruc- 
tion. Also, with the possibility that a 
super hydrogen bomb may be perfect- 
ed, and with communism controlling

approximately half of the world’s pop- 
ulation, one wonders just when judg- 
ment will be poured out upon the 
world. 

Today in America, according to re- 
ports from Washington, communists 
are slipping into our schools, labor 
unions, church denominations, and 
even hold key positions in our Govern- 
ment. ALONG WITH THESE THINGS, 
MEN ARE CLAIMING TO BE GOD 
HIMSELF, right in our own “land of 
the brave and home of the free.” 1 
Tim. 4:1, “The Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits and doctrines 
of devils.” These things are being ful- 
filled to the letter. The church has 
become the same den of thieves that 
existed when Christ whipped those 
in the Temple and turned over their 
money tables. Today the square dance, 
the card table, and the cocktail parties 
are common things in many modern 


churches. Men are hired to teach 
dancing lessons in the churches. Many 
so-called recreation halls are nothing 
more than houses of sin, demoralizing 
the youth and causing juvenile delin- 
quency to be almost uncontrollable. 
Oh that the churches would clean up 
their basements, break the card tables 
and drinking glasses, forbid ungodly 
dancing, repent and seek God’s for- 
giveness before His judgment is rained 
upon them! 

2 Leen ae 3:1-5 tells us some of the 
signposts that will be very visible in 
the last days. “In the last days per- 
ilous times shall come. For men shall 
be lovers of their own selves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedi- 
ent to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
without natural affection, truce 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are good, 
traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God; 
having a form of godliness, but deny- 
ing the power thereof: from such turn 
away.” These are all plainly seen every 
day. They are fulfilled to the letter. 
Men cannot tell whom to trust. Chil- 
dren are disobedient to parents. People 
blaspheme the righteous. Many times 
preachers are the tools used by the 
devil in fulfilling the above. Men love 
pleasure more than they love God. 
While the theaters, dance halls, 
taverns, ball parks, and many other 
pleasure houses are crowded with mil- 
lions each week, only 8 percent of the 
church members of America attend 
Sunday School, and only 2 percent at- 
tend Sunday night services.
